Canada Rushes 
Own Output Of 
Dive Bombers

OTTAWA, July 28,.— Recalling 
the days of June, 1940, when a 
shipload of airplanes from Eng- 
land for training purposes in 
Canada turned back in mid- 
Atlantic in order that the planes 
could go into action in the Battle 
of Britain, a change has been 
made in the new air training 
agreement so that the British 
government will not immediately 
provide certain operational air- 

planes, it was learned here. 


Another aircraft headache has 
been failure of U.S. contractors to 
deliver dive-bomber aircraft to 
Canadian orders. 

Copies of the new air training 
agreement, dated June 5, 1942 were 
recently tabled in parliament by 
Hon. C. G. Power, Canadian min- 
ister, though details of the air- 
planes to be provided by the Bri- 
tish government were not disclosed.

CAIRO, July 28.—(BUP) 
—Imperial troops of Gen. Sir 
Claude Auchinleck inflicted 
heavy casualties on the Axis 
in hand-to-hand fighting on 
the northern end of the de- 
sert front and took a sub- 
stantial number of prisoners, 

dispatches said today. 
The enemy was staggered by 
heavy blows inflicted by South 


African, Australian and United 

Kingdom troops driving from two 
directions southwest of El Ala- 
mein. 

The South Africans and English, 
attacking from the east, and the 
Australians driving south from 
their positions around Tel Elisa, 
squeezed the Axis troops in a limit- 
ed pincers operation, British 
United Press Correspondent Henry 
Gorrell reported from the front. 


SEE-SAW BATTLE 


For six and a half hours after the 
limited offensive opened the enemy 
was slowly driven back, Gorrell re- 
ported, but later the tide of battle 
surged back and forth until last 
night the Australians and South 
Africans were back in the original 
positions from which they started. 

Military circles, discussing the 
seizure of the Siwa oasis, west of 
the southern end of the Qattara De- 
pression, by Italian forces three 
days ago, attached little signific- 
ance to the loss. They said the 
Italians were not opposed as Im- 
perial forces had been withdrawn

Though the communique made 
no claim of gains in the new 
British attack on the line west of 
El Alamein, it was indicated that 
the Imperial troops had improv- 
ed their positions In this latest 
“limited offensive.” 

Reports received here last night 
said that in the early phase of the 
fighting the British had taken pri- 
soners, and it was believed that in 
the present phase of the battle the 
Axis forces were trying to regain 
lost ground on dominant ridges 
and hills.

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A Forty Mile Gain 
sein aime SSE 

A motor car, it is reported, recently 
made its way from the town of Jasper to 
Red Pass Junction, about 40 miles to the 
west, the road being found to be in fair 
travelling condition. 

Never before this summer had such a 
trip been possible. Hitherto the highway 
ended in a rock cutting a few miles west 
of Jasper. The new construction thus in- 
dicated carries the road about one-third 
the way to Blue River—and connection 
with the highway to Vancouver. 

This event compares in local import- 
ance, and in national significance as well, 
with the completion of the first section of 
the highway around the Big Bend—w hich 
bridged the gap on the southern route and 
made the Trans-Canada a through moun- 
tain road. 

Employment of Japanese on this road 
has not been without a measure of friction 
and complaint, like their employment else- 
where. But against the undesirable 
features of the case can be placed the fact 
that the Jasper highway has been carried 
40 miles farther west, and the through 
route from Edmonton to Vancouver has 
made more progress this year than it did 
in the preceding twenty. 


Grading Should Help Sales 


Except that sold to farmers and 
hauled away from the mines by them for 
their own use, Alberta coal is to be 
sold hereafter according to standardized 
grades, An order to this effect has been 
issued by the federal coal administrator. 

The particular object is to facilitate 
the sale of the Alberta fuel in eastern Can- 
ada. Hitherto the coal has been marketed 
there under trade names. But the same 
name was sometimes used in different 
mining areas with different significance. 
The name did not always mean coal in the 
same sized lumps. 

The Ontario consumer has been used 
to buying United States coal graded ac- 
cording to size, and knew when he placed 
an order what he was going to get. Con- 
fusion, disappointment and dissatisfaction’ 
naturally enough resulted when he order- 
ed according to an Alberta trade name, 
but got or finer coal than he had 
bought previously under the same name. 

Selling Alberta coal in Ontario has 
been uphill work, for several reasons. This 
uncertainty about trade terms may not 
have been a major difficulty, but it ob- 
viously was a handicap of some effect. 
The standardizing arrangement will re- 
move that obstacle, and should help to 
put the business on a more satisfactory 
footing for all concerned.

Time Works Both Ways 


The count of Allied merchant ships 


sunk by Axis submarines and mines in 
the western Atlantic since mid-January 
passed the 420 mark last week. The 


heaviest losses were sustained during a 
week in the present month. There is no 
official promise that the rate of de- 
struction will decline in the early future. 

Some days ago Prime Minister 
Churchill was reported asking that 
people abroad send fewer parcels to 
people in Britain—because every cubic 
foot of cargo space must be crammed 
with munitions, 

The submarine is Herr Hitler's 
first line of defence. Not only against 
overseas munitions reaching Britain and 
Russia; but also against an invasion of the 
continent by the western Allies and an at- 
tack in the rear while he is plunging far- 
ther and farther into Russia. He is staking 
his fate on the belief that these Allies can- 
not muster enough ships to carry an ex- 
peditionary force to the continent and 
maintain it there. 

Thus far there has been nothing to 
disturb this calculation. The fearful score 
marked up by the U-boats is not to be 
denied, nor the barrier thus thrown in the 
way of a western offensive overlooked. 
Allied morale is being subjected to a terri- 
fic strain between the anxiety to establish 
a second front and the apparent lack of 
ships with which to do so.

bonds—the Government will be 
forced to obtain the money 
either by taxation or further 
borrowing, If taxation is em-

The effect—assuming anything 


like an equitable relationship be- 
tween savings and taxation — 
would be the same as cancel- 
ling the savings.
